PRAIRIE. WHEAT ESTIMATED 
AT 272 MILLION BUSHELS 


Winnipeg, Sept. 7. — Estimated 
wheat production for the prairie pro- 
vinces is 272,000,000 bushels, accord- 
ind to figures issued last night by A. 
Cairns, statistician for the Canadian 
wheat pools. The figure termed the 
pool’s “preliminary estimate” is far 
below the pool's final estimate of 525,- 


‘000,000 bushels last year but higher 


than many recent forecasts of the 
prairie wheat yield. 

Saskatchewan's estimate is well 
over half of the entire estimated 
prairie yield. The pool figures place 
Saskatchewan’s crops at 16,000,000 
bushels, compared to 316,000,000 last 
year. Manitoba, with 32,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat estimated, compared to 
47,000,000 in 1928, is closer to last 
year's figure than her sister provinces. 
Alberta’s yield is estimated at 84,000,- 
000, compared to 162,000,000 in 1928.

North Shown Trade Party 


Edmonton, Sept. 9.—After having 
stood at the junction 6f the mighty 
Peace river and the Smoky river, hav- 
ing seen wheat in profusion growing 
in a district as far north as Hudson 
Bay or the northerly portion of Lab- 
rador, the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce party Saturday night returned 
from their pilgrimage to the Peace 
River district, thoroughly convinced 
of the productivity and possibility of 
that great country. 

‘Not that.:the group saw the., whole 
territory.:. They reached a point some 
15'miles:north of the Peace river, and 
were informed that they could ‘go an-. 
other 400 miles north to Vermilion be- 
fore they would reach the northern 
limit of the grain country. 

Sixty thousand settlers and towns- 
people living in a district cstimated 
by the government of Alberta to con- 
tain 47,000,000 acres of arable land. 
Such in brief is the Peace River dils- 
trict. Much of the land is awaiting 
clearance, and judging by the fact 
that of the 60,000 persons at present 
living there, half moved in during the 
past four years much of it will be 
cleared in the near future. 


Speches giv2n in the visitors’ honor 
told that under the soil was still more 
wealth. Seventeen tests of coal in the 
district had shown it to be three per 
cent better than the best Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite, Charles W. Freder- 
icks, Grande Prairie newspaper man, 
told the delegation. A flame 10 feet 
high burning over a gas well at Peace 
River bore testimony to the natural 
gas available. There was power equal 
to- that produced at Niagara Falls 
available at Hudson's Hope, 200 miles 
north of the town of Peace River, he 
said. The greatest spruce stand in 
‘Canada was located in the district. 

The needs of the Peace River dis- 
trict were summed up by Mr. Freder- 
icks as ‘better access to the world 
markets by way of a const outlet, new 
branch lines through the territory, 
and more representation in both the 
Dominion and provincial governments.

This last 
figuro is at the rate of more than 1,600 
por 100,000 of population, and does not 
compare well with the corresponding 
figure of 827 per 100,000 arrests for 
drunkenness in the whole of Canada, 
This last figure is taken from the 
Canada Year Book, 1928-29, recently 
published by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, Ottawa. 


Henry Ford, Mr. Hull tells us, says 
that Prohibition is effective with 99% 
of the population. This is a very 
dowbtful statement, seeing that the 
figures quoted above indicate that al- 
most one per cent of the people are 
arrested for drunkenness. No one can 
be expected to believe that all those 
who break the Volstead Act are ar- 
rested. Mr. Ford is apparently a good 
deal more extreme than sincere in his 
statements regarding the Liquor Ques- 
tion, for while he says he will quit 
manufacturing in the States if the 
country goes wet, he has removed and 
established his tractor factory to Ire- 
land, where liquor is legally sold and 
a good deal of drinking is done. 


In connection with some figures 
quoted by the W.C.T.U., Mr. Hull says 
that ‘Stating facts that can be mele 
by the Liquor Berrd Annual Report is 
not defaming the country.” With this 
statement I quite agree, but let us 
look at the figures referred to. 


In the first place it is manifestly 
misleading to compare the liquor 
sales of 1924 with those of any other 
year, for the present Liquor Control 
Act did not come into force until May 
of that year. So far as the Liquor Con- 
trol Board report is concerned the 
gross sale for 1924 were $2,632,605. 
Not $7,178,446 as Mr. Hull would have 
us ‘believe. Mr. Hull quotes as liquor 
sales for 1928, $12,109,849. But the 
only authority for this figure appears 
to be the W.C.T.U., for the official fig- 
ures for 1928 are not to be made pub- 
lic until the coming session of the 
Alberta Legislature. The gross sales 
of the Liquor Board for 1927, the last 
official figures published, is $4,858,849, 
which looks small beside Mr Hull’s 
fantastic twelve millions, odd. I know 
perfectly well that most of the beer 
sales do not appear in the Liquor| 
Board's Report. They should be taken 
into account. For Mr. Hull’s informa- 
tion 1 will here mention the interest- 
ing fact that there was less beer sold 
in Alberta in 1927 than in 1926. 


Mr. Hull also doubts the figures I 
quoted with regard to the deplorable 
conditions in Finland. I refer him to 
the London Daily Telgraph, October 
29th, 1928, in which he will find, as I 
stated, the facts of an enormous num- 
ber of convictions on account of 
liquor, the, majority of which, as gov- 
ernment investigators affirm, is due 
to Prohibition. 


I dispute that it was lack of space 
that prevented Mr. Hull from giving 
“The real situation regarding moon- 
shining and bootlegging.” If he gave 
the real situation he would have to 
consult the Alberta Provincial Police 
records, as I have, and he would find 
that each year since the inception of 
the present Liquor Act arrests and 
convictions have grown less for these 
offenses. 

Our jails are perhaps overcrowded 
as Mr. Hull says, but at least we have 
been free from riots such as have 
taken place in several penitentiaries 
in the “Dry” United States. These 
were ascribed to overcrowding such as 
I hope we shall never experience in 
this country. Our provincial institu- 
tions are taxed because of the num- 
bers of unwanted laborers who have 
‘been shipped in. There is not suffi- 
cient work for them to do. If a man 
gets good and hungry he will steal, 
and when he is in jail he knows he 
will be fed regularly anyway. 


formation with regard to the improved 
moral and social conditions in this 
province. Again I take a great deal of 
pleasure in giving him my unimpeach- 
able references. 

The Canada Year Book, already re- 
ferred to, states that Alberta {is the 
only province in which drunkenness 
decreased in 1928. The decrease 
amounted to 16.35%.

THRESHING WELL ADVANCED 
SAYS C.P.R. CROP REPORT 


Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 9.—Threshing 
operations in Western Canada while 
somewhat delayed last week by show- 
ers, are well advanced in comparison 
with that of other years, says the Can- 
adian Pacific agricultural agent in his 
weekly report issued this morning. 
Wheat is approximately 55 per cent 
threshed, oats 40 per cent, and barley 
55 per cent, with higher percentages 
completed in central and southern 
parts. Outturns continue to reveal 
better yields than expected in many 
districts and generally higher grades, 
two and three predominating, with 
considerable number one in many 
areas. With the completion of thresh- 
ing, fall plowing is under way, ten to 
forty per cent being completed on the 
Emerson, Arborg and La Riviers sub- 
divisions in Manitoba. Stubble and 
short grain missed by machines is 
proving good pasture for livestock.
